Memorial Day ranks 
third for holiday traffic 
deaths, behind Labor Day 
and the Fourth of July. 
This Memorial Day week¬ 
end, the Greater Los Ange¬ 
les Chapter National Safe¬ 
ty Council urges all drivers 
to wear their safety belts 
and refrain from alcohol. 

The Council suggests 
that if you imbibe in alco¬ 
hol beverages, use the 
“designated driver” pro¬ 
gram, where one person in 
a group refrains from 
drinking and assumes the 
responsibility of driving 
the others home safely. 

“Alcohol is a factor in 

49 percent of all fatal mo¬ 
tor vehicle accidents,” said 
Joseph Kaplan, president 
of the Greater Los Angeles 
Chapter National Safety 
Council. “Approximately 

50 percent of motor vehi¬ 
cle fatalities could have 
been avoided if the drivers 
or passengers involved had 
been wearing safety belts.” 

Nationally, more than 
22,000 people are killed 
and the estimated cost of 
all alcohol related motor 
vehicle accidents each 
year is over 20 billion dol¬ 
lars. In California, alco¬ 
hol-related traffic acci¬ 
dents are the fourth leading 
cause of violent deaths in 
all age groups and the 
leading cause of deaths for 
persons age IS to 24, ac¬ 
cording to the Council.

The Mt. Wilson Trail 
Race is unique in many 
ways. For one reason it 
ranks among the most his¬ 
toric races in California. 

This year’s race, on 
Memorial Day Saturday, 
May 24, is the 31 st annual 
event because it has been 
held every year since 
1966. However, the race 
was first run in 1908 and 
research has shown it to be 
the second oldest foot race 
in California. Only San 
Francisco’s Bay to Break¬ 
ers, is older. 

In 1908 Charles J. Fox, 
then a Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dent, and his uncle, Rich¬ 
ard K. Fox of the Police 
Gazette, a most popular 
magazine back then to 
chronicle sporting events, 
organized the event.

ANSWER: I recommend you 
take your vehicle in for a brake in¬ 
spection. A possible cause of a low 
pedal could be that the rear brakes 
are worn out or rear brake drum 
diameter is out of specification.
